declared to be Appeaſed and Ended, and to have 
been Appealed and Ended, and the Rebels lub⸗ 
dued on the 26 of Sep tember, 16 53. And where⸗ 
as through the bloudy Cruelty of the ſaid Re- 
bels, in the laughter of many ſuch, as might 
have pꝛoved the Rebellion of divers of the ſad 
Rebels, the ſame is become very difficult to be 
pꝛoved againſt ſome particular perſons; And 
whereas many of the ſaid Rebels are now dead, 
ſome in the fury of the Rebellion, and others 
ſince, by reaſon whereof no Conviction oz At- 
tainder can be had of them bythe ordinary pro- 
ceedings at Law ; whereby his Highnels the 
Toꝛd Pꝛotectoꝛz, the Adventurers fo: Lands in 
Ireland, and the Officers and Douldiers,. and

others, foꝛ whole Satisfactions, the Lands 
and Tenements of the ſad Nebels have been

And whereas by one Act of Parliament made 
inthe ſeventeenth year of the late King Charls, 
aud in the year of our Lozd, One thouſand ſir 
hundzed fourty one,Entituled, An Act forthe pe- 
dy and eflectual Reducing of the Rebels in his Ma je- 
ſties Kingdom of Ireland, to their Obedience to his 
Majeſty and the Crown of England, It is Enacted 
and P2ovided (amongſt other things) That 
allſuchRight, Title, Intereſt, Uſe, and Pol⸗ 
ſeſſion which the ſaid Rebels, oz any of them, 
on the ſaid thꝛee and twentieth of October, One 
thouſand ſix hundred fourty one, had, oz after- 


Wards ſhould have, in, oꝛ to any Lands, oꝛ other 


Hereditaments, ſhould be forfeited and loſt to 
the Kings Majeſty, and ſhould be deemed, ad- 
judged, velted, and talen to be in the real and 


actnal Poſſeſſion of the ſaid King, his Heirs, 


and Ducceſſours, without any Office, oꝛ Yn- 
quiſition thereof to be found; And whereas 
the ſaid Nebellion was begun, and pꝛincipally 
fomented by perſons of the Popiſh Religion; 
And whereas by the ſatd Act, it is further En⸗ 
acted, That every perſon which after the firſt 
day of March, One thouſand ſir hundzed and 
fourty, ſhould make, enter into, oz take any 
Compact, Bond, Covenant, Oath, oz Agree- 
ment, to introduce, 02 bꝛing into the ſaid Realm 
of Ireland, the Authority of the See of Rome, in 
any caſe whatſoever, to maintain oz defend the 
ſane, could (by vertue of the ſaid Act) korkeit

dred fourty one, who had not manifeſted their 
conſtant good Affections to the Intereſt of the 
Commonwealth of Eagland, ſhould fozfeit, as 
in, and by the ſaid Act is contained and expreſ⸗ 
ſed ; And in an Article oꝛ Qualification of the 
laid Act, there is Pꝛoviſion made foꝛ all ſuch 
of the Popilſh Keligion, as have manifeſted their 
conſtant good Affection to the Intereſt of the 
Commonwealth of England; And whereas, 
ſince the publication of the ſaid Act in lreland, 
and in purſuance thereof, there Have been di⸗ 
vers Pꝛoclamations oz Declarations made, 
and publiſhed by the Authority there, where⸗ 
by time, place, and perſons have been aſſigned 
fo: the allowing of the benefit of the ſaid Act, 
to ſuch of the Popiſh Religion as ſhould prove
